Jacob Jones’ Children. 
Way up in Franklin County, Maine, 
of which Farmington is shire town, 


Where the Rollo Books grew, and 
“Jonas” had experiences, onthe heights 
between the Androscoggin and the 


Kennebec was Weld, a town pretty well 
run by Holts and Jones's from Andover 
and allied lines—Canada was at the 
back door and with mountains to climb 
and ponds to swim and sawmills, the 
boys of Weld probably were all Rollo 
boys, as Weld is only 14 miles west of 
Farmington, When farming was a suc- 
cess in the early days up there, of the 
children of Ebenezer Jones and Eliz- 
abeth Abbott, “Jacob, who took along 
Hannah Jenkins of the allied Woburn 
blood, *Hezekiah with Susanna Farnum, 
(Lydia Abbott of the ?Timothy line 
and *Fhomas Farnum) and 
*Abbott Jones. with Betsy Frye all 
located there for good, while 6Ebenezer 
married Mary Kimball Holt and was in 
Weld nearly 20 years—unless I am mis- 
led by the South church records of 
letters—They . came back again, any 


way. “Jacob had ‘five children born 
here and contributed eight more to 
Weld. Wacob came back through 


North Parish, recording a son Warren 
on his way back to Reading border— 
Eliah had a large family in Maine, as 
did his sister Houghton, while Alford 
born in Lyndebore, N. H., lived here 
six years and through Amherst settled 
Bedford, N. HW. 7Benjamin of Maine (of 
Jacob line) sent *Annie back to marry 
Samuel Milton Jones resident here. 

A Jones never lost much time get- 
ting about, and some like Ebenezer of 
the French War, while I gazed bewil- 
dered, -climbed the family tree and 
jumped off into the northern forest un- 
detected. So I name a few stray ones 
occasionally that I hope some one can 
place as we shall need them for a per- 
fect “Index of Andover Tribes” slowly 
evolving. i 

Hezekiah Jones was the father of 
our well known citizen Dea. THezekiah, 
born in Weld as were some of his uncle 
®Ebenezer’s children, and the lack of 
sons brought him back upon his uncle’s 
famm. Mrs. Ebenezer Jones was a sis- 
ter of Mrs. Ebenezer Easton who lived 
on School street so long in a house 
owned by Dea. Ebenezer, aud where 
the daughters were as much at home 
with the childless couple as on the farm. 

After along pilgrimage of 75 years 
the last spent in weariness and pain, Dea. 
Ebenezer draws up his last testament in 
the oftice of George Foster over Brown's 
drug store and callsup the young clerks 
Otis Battles and Edwin) Brown as wit- 
nesses 

The eldest daughter Mary, who had 
the family pew, No. 100, in the old 
church left to her, who had been self 
supporting for years, is now the hon- 
ored heacof the comfortable home of 
James Alfred Abbott where the kin of 
both sides always win a welcome. The 
second girl Annie, who married cousin 
Hezekiah gave long years of faithful 
devotion to aged parents, to delicate 
children who faded) away, to her sister 
Sarah who left old Punchard titted for 
work but who failed by the wayside at 
20, and best of all service she took to 
her motherly heart the forlorn little 
daughter of our friend Riley who was 
snatched away by a falling tree one 
wintry day in the woods. A little slow 
to utter the thoughts that came fast 
from the warm heart, the record of this 
mother in Israel will hardly be matched 
and she made a strong impression on 
those who were invited inte the 
“Mother's Class” in’ the South Sabbath 
school, Her sister Hannah married Sol- 
omon Manning of Bedford and prob- 
ably had left another such home as the 
one in Scotland district legacies 
are given..to her children. Almira, a 
teacher in the far west, had) carried 
away her father’s silver watch just as I 
did when T taught in) old Concord, N. 
H., without a clock, the only time T ever 
needed a watch, over 30) years ago.

Dea. Hezekiah Jones parted with the 
old homestead so long in the line, and 
after 1893 with his son Frederick and 
his daughter Susan, who have fallen in- 
to new lines of work with modern 
youth, resides at the centre.

*Hezekiah, did not have so good a start 
as. his brother Ebenezer) who married a 
dowry and always) had uphill work.

Dorcas married Rufus Towne of An- 
dover, and Sarah married Philip Jones 
perhaps down river. A good many old 
residents will recall 7Phebe Deshon who 
used to live on High streetin my youth, 
always ready to lend a hand. 

Anne and Phebe lived together to 
the last. The old house in Scotland 
district was a charming resort for the 
neighbor's children, Anne spun wool 
and dyed blue and learned the new 
fangled crochet work and sold materials 
and hooks. Pioneer in this now old 
time industry, she also kept a supply of 
pins and needles retailed by old Lottie 
Bailey a basket peddlar. Amne’s stock 
mn trade must have been missed when 
she moved up to School street to the 
little cottage where the sad tragedy of 
her death shocked the hearts of those 
who had long held these sisters in a 
friendly regard. Phebe, early deserted 
by the sailor husband, spent a long life 
ministering to the sick. She was devo- 


ee | 
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ted to the infants she tended so 
long and skillfully all over town, 
and was welcome in old-age as a 


of household — furnishings. 
Anne, becoming more helpless as the 
years went by was too great a burden 
for the failing brain of poor Phebe and 
nobody of us all “watched out” for the 
break down that was followed by neg- 
lect and cruelty as it seemed to those 
who had never known the faithful sister's 
best work. sReuben Jones moved to 
Lyndboro, N. H., for one stopping place 
where *Reuben happened to be a native. 
Ife married his cousin "Rachel daughter 
of Joshua Woodbridge of Milford and 
Rachel Jones. The ancient line of 
Woodbridges were a delicate race when 
they emigrated, and needed ..all the 
“boosting” in this case, so lacking. So 
in the family of Reuben and Rachel we 
got three tiny children who refused to 
take on large bodies like the rest of the 
large Jones boys and girls. Though 
they could not make their way in the 
world the loving parents kept the nest 
warm for them 50 long years—when 
the eldest a bey died of consumption 
having helped perhaps to the limit of 
a boy's strength on the homestead. 
Martha used to go to church and Sun- 
day school and it) was reported that 
Tom Thumb proposed to her before he 
was accepted by that. silly little Minnie 
Warren.

Washington Letter 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23, 1900— 
One of most interesting propositions be- 
fore this Congress, aithough perhaps 
not the most important in view of the 
many other matters pending, is the one 
looking to ‘the preservation of .the 
American bison, or buffalo, once so 
numerous, now almost extinct and hard 
to find in localities where not many 
years ago they roamed by the hundreds 
of thousands. . 

I had @ very entertaining interview 
with Congressman John F. Lacey of 
Iowa this week about this matter. He 
is the father af 'the idea and ‘thas intro- 
duced a bill to.set apart, as a preserve 
for American bison, a tract of 20,000 
acres in New Mexico, where the buffalo 
‘thrive, with a view to breeding and 
building up this race of noble animals 
now almost.a curiosity in America, the 
Yand of their origin. 

Mr, Lacey tells me, in substance that 
Charles Mair, of the Royal Canadian 
Society, in Mav, 1890, made the follow- 
ing statement: 

“There is, perhaps no fact In the nat- 
ural history of America which brings 
such reproach on civilized man as the 
reckless and almost total destruction of 
the bison. At this time there are in all 
probabilily not 500 animals alive on the 
continent.” 

In 1832 the last of the bison was killed 
east of the ‘Mississippi River. Before 
the developement of ‘the railroads vast 
herds of these animals avoided the des- 
tructive effects of the white settlements 
by emigration to the Far West, and 
down to as late as 1870 they still num- 
bered very many million. The building 
of the Pacific Railroad was the signal 
for the destruction of these vast herds. 
They were slaughtered without mercy, 
for sport and for profit. 

The most pitiful story in the history 
of ail animal tife is Prot Hornaday’s re- 
port in the extinction of the American 
bison, The mania for slaughter seems 
to have effected everyone. The English 
lord, the miner, the cowboy, and the 
emigrant slew right and left dotting 
the plains with thousands upon thous- 
ands of tons of bleaching bones that 
have since been gathered up and trans- 
poretd to the sugar refineries on the At- 
lantsc Coast. These herds, that could 
have readily been converted into domes- 
tic animals and preserved as a perma- 
nent source of wealth, have been liter- 
ally swept from the face of-the earth. 

The cattle which have taken their 
place are unable to withstand the rigors 
severity af the changeable climate. 
Where the bison turned his head to the 
storm and fought it out with the bliiz- 
uin} ABPO} JO 2[}} BO UBdJIEULY 94) ‘Paez 
tail to the wind and drift to destruction 
The bison was clothed expressly to re- 
sist the severity of the climate in which 
he was hving. Prehistoric man. in his 
long warfare against the mammoth, 
left not one to tell the tale. Necessity 
for food, no doubt, was his excuse, and 
the slow- breeding of these gigantic 
beasts made the extermination compar- 
atively easy. When America was dis- 
covered the bison was the kingof Amer- 
ican beasts. By ages of gradual modi- 
fication and natural selection an animal 
was developed fitted in the most ad- 
mirable way for a life in the vast region 
from Hudson Bay and Great Slave 
Lake to the Gulf of Mexico. 

The United States Government has 
tardily attempted to preserve some of 
the wonders of nature on the continent. 
The word “extinction” perhaps does 
not quite literally apply to the bison, 
but we have arrived at a point where 
nothing but heroic treatment will pre- 
vent this animal from joining the dodo, 
the great auk, and the mammoth. 

Prof. Hornaday thinks that there are 
at present 400 living buffalo in the 
whole world. The herd of the ‘‘Fiat- 
head Indians, the “Buffalo Jones” herd, 
the Goodnight ‘herd, the Corbin herd, a 
few specimens here and there in z00- 
logical parks, remnants still of perhaps 
20 in the Yellowstone National Park, 
and a few scattered ‘“‘wood buffalo” 
west of Hudson Bay embrace all that 
are left of the countless millions of a 
generation ago. s 

We recognize the fact that the buffa- 
le, like the Indian, must be domesticat- 
ed or disappear; but it is also true 
that an adequate home must be found 
for the few remaining, or else they 
cannot be protected and preserved. Af- 
ter a few generations of domestication 
their breeding can no doubt be carried 
on without the broad range that now 
seems necessary. To turn these ani- 
mals out on the plains of, any of the 
Western states or territories to take 
their) chances with domestic cattle 
would ‘result in their destruction. A 
range sufficiently large and at the 
same time fenced in should be provided 
for that purpose. 

In New ‘Mexico the buffalo finds his 
natural home, both summer and win- 
ter. There remain vast areas of unoc- 
cupied public lands where the buffalo 
formerly roamed and bred with much 
fruitfulness. Out of the 600,000,000 
acres remaining of the public lands it is 
proposed to set apart a tract of 20,000 
acres; not free of charge, as the sheep 
and cattle men now use the land, but 
subject to a nominal rental of one cent 
an acre, and also two buffalo in kind 
which are to be delivered to the govern- 
ment each year, for the use of the 
public.parks. 

George Bird Grinnell, in 1892, estimat- 
ed the Yellowstone buffalo at 400, and 
reported that they were increasing. 
Now it is believed that there are only 23 
remaining. At $10 a head the 10,000,000 
of these animals that existed only a 
few years ago would be worth $100,000,- 
000. 


In 1873 Congress passed a jaw to pro- 
tect the buffalo, but the President of 
the United States failed to sign it and 
it did not become a law. The failure 
to act now in this matter will be fatal. 
The government should make this ex- 
periment. It ought to be made, even 
if it had to be made entirely at the 
public expense, but under the plan pro- 
posed the government will not expend 
a dollar. The land to be used is public 
land. It belongs to the people. The 
whole people of the United States 
are concerned in saving our nation 
from the reproach of allowing the en- 
tire extinction of the American bison. 
Our children’s children would curse us, 
and they ought to, if we do not prevent 
this reproach on the American people 
from being consummated. 

Congressman Lacy ‘hopes to get ‘his 
bill passed, and as it is a very .worthy 
object, the hope is generally expressed 
that he may sutcceed. 

The United States government is now 
engaged in taking the twelfth census 
of the country. It is, as can easily be 
imagined, a mammoth undertaking. 
Hon. William R. Merriam, an ex-gov- 
ernor of Minnesota, is at the thhead of 
the great-force which is doing the work, 
and its personnel is scattered all over 
the land. Census taking is full of 
funny incidents, so they tell me at the 
Bureau. 


“An enormous number of people are 
ignorant of the ages of themselves and 
their families, or else they are unwill- 
ing to tell them. This might be infer- 
red from general experience, but census 
statistics prove it. Census age tables 
are honeycombed with error - in. every 
country in which such tables are pre-. 
pared, : ' 

This divergence from the truth dis- 
plays several distinct characteristics. 
The most imiportant is the tendency to 
éxpress the age in round numbers, usu- 
ally at somewhat below the true age. 
With a fairly steady flow of immigra-

But census tables show the reverse. 
At the last census 240,880 persons were 
returned as fifty-nine years old, while 
the number returned as sixty was 
602,788. The tendency to use round 
numbers arises mainly from ignorance 
and carelessness, and is noticeable at 
every period of life—from childhood to 
second childhood. But the irresistible 
impulse to understate the age is espe- 
cially noticeable’ among adults from 
twenty-five to sixty years of age. 

Congressman Mooly this week intro- 
duced a bill authorizing the Secretary 
of War to survey the harbor of Bev- 
erly, the exact language of which is as 
follows: 

Be it enacted by thé’ Senate and 
House of. Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assem- 
bled, That the Secretary of War is 
hereby directed at his discretion. to 
cause a survey to be made of the har- 
bor of Beverly, Essex County, State of 
Massachusetts, with a view to the 
straightening, widening, deepening, 
and otherwise tmproving the entrance 
to the harbor and the approaches to the 
wharves and docks therein; and to es- 
timate the cost of the improvement 
thereof, and to report to Congress as to 
the advisability of the project.

The Street Railway Boom. 


The street railway fever has struck 
Andover in all its intensity, and all of 
the subjects of attack are not yet under 
the spell.) For the past two years there 
has been agitation for extensions along 
every one of the lines which now attract 
the local interest, but there has not 
seemed to be enough in it to warrant 
actual building. The changed condit- 
ions are undoubtedly due to the fact 
that there is just now a great deal of 
money seeking investinent, rather thau 
to any greater likelihood of a large re- 
turn upon the money spent. 

The ride down through the lower part 
of the town will be enjoyable and at 
times convenient. It will afford a con- 
nection with a cheap railway. fare to 
Boston from Reading, that those who 
have ample time will frequently avail 
themselves of. So far as it will serve 
to develop that section of the town asa 
residential district, we do not see any 
reason for any immediate result of 
that kind. There are too many acres 
of land yet free in parts of the town 
adjacent to places of employment, for 
any building boom to strike a spot a 
half hour or more away from all busi- 
ness. The suggested road to North 
Andover promises much better. From 
Andover to North Andover there isa 
large tract of very desirable land. A 
street railway will aid in bringing much 
of this on the market, and in such a 
way the town will receive large bene- 
fits. 

Which company is the more desirable 
to favor, in granting the -petition, is 
open to question. Neither will have 
the town’s in- 
terests than their franchise restrictions 
impose. The citizens should note the 
dates for the hearings, and show by 
their presence that they have great  in- 
terest in what is done with the public 
highways.

Business. 


On ‘Tuesday the annual meeting of the 
Andover Conference of Congregational 
churches was held at. the Highland Con- 
gregational church, Lowell. There was 
a large attendanee of delegates and 
church members, local churches being 
well represented. 

‘The session was opened at §) a. m. and 
organization was completed by the choice 
of Rev. Edwin Smith of Ballardvale, as 
moderator and with Dr. A. W. Burnham 
as scribe. The first business was the ac- 
ceptance-of the program as prepared by 
the committee. Rev. C. W. Huntington, 
the Rev. A. B. Nelson and A. B. Wood- 
worth of Chelmsford, were chosen as a 
business committee. 

The first speaker of the morning was 
the Rev. W. E. Wolcott who toid of the 
Work of the churehes throughout the 
conference. The paper, which was in 
the form of a report in the methods of 
work and condition in the churches, 
stated that the only churches in the con- 
ference at present without pastors, are 
the Riverside of Lawrence and the Nor- 
wegian of Lowell. The Pawtucket 
church, however, is painfully antici- 
pating the time when the long pastorate 
of the Rev. Willis D. Leland will come to 
an end, 

The death of Prof. John Wesley Chur- 
chill of Andover, was touchingly alluded 
to, with the statement that the churches 
ef the conference have a sense of per- 
sonal bereavement in this loss. 

Lastly, the paper made reference to 
the recent transaction by which w 
friendly relation has been established 
between two churches which had drawn 
apart. For this, it was stated, much 
credit is due to the large-heartedness 
and tact of the pastor of the First Con- 
gregational church and the generosity of 
his people. “We wish to assure them of 
our confidence in them as brethren be- 
loved.

MR. PARKER LECTURES, 


Mr. W. E. Parker of the Pacific mills 
delivered a lecture before the members 
and friends of the college Friday night. 
Mr. Parker chose for his subject ‘‘Good 
Roads,” a subject which he apparently 
is at home upon. Mr. Parker spoke of 
the pitch lake in Trinidad and its prac- 
tically unlimited production of piteh for 
used for pavements, roofing and innum- 
erable other uses, Mr. Parker spoke of 
the relative value of macadam and gra- 
nite blocks and of wood for: paving pur- 
poses, but all these materials he con- 
tended were superseded by a pavement 
of asphalt. This pavement in the lec- 
turer’s opinion is the most healthy and 
the most easily cleaned of any known 
substance and although the first cost is 
necessarily more than granite, wood or 
macadam, the outlay is repaid by the 
better health of-the community and by 
the lack of nervé disturbing noises in 
business thoroughfares. Mr, Parker 
exhibited a sketch of a section of road- 
way after his own ideas. The road ac- 
cording to the sketch would be made of 
a bed of macadam or brickbats with 
the top section of asphalt, Instead of 
the road being crowned in the centre 
it would fall to the centre, and only ong 
gutter would be required to drain the 
road instead of at present one at each 
curb. Considerable discussion followed 
the lecture in which the merits of wood 
and granite were brought up. A vote 
of thanks was accorded Mr. Parker 
who suitably replied. There is no lec- 
turer secured yet for next week but due 
notice will be given, 


MR. YOUNG TO LEAVE, 


A meeting of the Unitarian church 
society was held last evening in the 
vestry of the church to consider the 
resignation of the Rev. (Mr.. Young. 
The meeting. which was presided 
over by Wm. T. McAlpine, opened with 
a financial report by Mr. Joseph Shat- 
tuck, which showed the church to be in 
a satisfactory condition. 

The treasurer’s report was next read 
by Miss Ellen A. Call. The report 
showed that at least $2,500 would be 
necessary to carry on the work of the 
church for the coming year. It was 
unanimously voted to raise the required 


amount. 

The meeting then voted on Mr. 
Young’s resignation. ‘The vote was by 
ballot and stood 15 in favor and 8 
against acceptance, with one blank. A 
committee, consisting of T. L, Porter 
and Mr. Silsbee, was appointed to draw 
up a letter to Mr. Young expressing the 
gratitude of the parish for his faithful 
service. The meeting adjourned with- 
out further action. . 


STONE REMAINS. 


The report published in a local paper 
yesterday that Chase Stone, general 
agent of the Boston & ‘Maine railroad in 
this city, was to sever his connection 
with the company, is declared to be en- 
tirely untrue by ‘Mr. Stone, He says 
that he has not only not resigned, but 
has not thought of resigning. Further- 
more he says he has not received the 
slightest intimation from the company 
that his services are to be dispensed 
with, 

George W. Wardner, the local freight 
agent has resigned and is to.be succeed- 
ed on June 1, by Station agent Hasel- 
tine of Haverhill. 

Mr. ‘Wardner has been freight agent 
for the past 25 years, a term which he 
says he considers long enough to show 
that his services have been of value. 
‘Mr. Wardner says he has no definite 
plans for the future. He is well ad- 
vanced in years and will probably not 
seek steady employment.

News from the State House 


STATE HOUSE, April 28—At an exe- 
cutive session held last night the legis- 
lative committee on manufactures vot- 
e@ to close the. gas investigation, as 
far as receiving further testimony is 
concerned, The committee voted that 
closing arguments would next be heard 
and Tuesday May 1, was assigned as 
the time for such arguments, each 
counsel to be allowed two hours. There 
was some discussion prior to the adop- 
tion of motions to this effect, A mo- 
tion to summon Mr. Dillaway_ before 
the committee was defeated by a large 
vote. Then Mr. Smith of Waltham mov- 
ed his original motion again that Sec- 
retary. Tudor of the New England Gas 
and Coke company be summoned before 
the bar of the house. After debate this 
motion was dfeated 2 to 13. Only Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Apsey of Cambridge vo- 
ted in favor of it. 

No further action of any nature was 
taken by the committee. The committee 
met shortly after 7 o’clocK and = ad- 
journed two hours later. 


STATE HOUSE, April 30—During the 


past week the House has plodded along | 
at the same slow pace, with the result 

that the calendar has now reached a | 
length of 28 pages, which is unprece- 

dented for this time of the session, Un- 

less a Republican leader of ability, of 

whom there are several in the House, 

takes charge of affairs very shortly, the 

indications are that the session | will 

last well into the summer months, 

On Friday the House, by a yea and 
nay vote of 56 to 56, and after two days 
of debate, refused to pass to be en- 
grossed the bill to incorporate the 
South Bay Wharf & Terminal Co. 
There is no doubt that some of the sup- 
porters of the bill will move to recon- 
sider it today, and the chances are good 
that at least one more day will be oc- 
cupied in discussing it. This gives an 
idea of the slow rate at which measures 
are proceeding. It is claimed the com- 
pany will be an injury to South Boston, 
where a drawless bridge is wanted.

Mr. Daly of Lawrence will probably 
have his hands full during this week, as 
several reports of the committee on la- 
bor, on which he is recorded as a dis- 
senter are to come up- He has good 
cofppany in the other members who 
also dissented, and may succeed in-get- 
ting bills substituted for the adverse 
report of the committee. The reports 
are on the proposition to make an eight 
hour work day ‘for county and State 
employes. 

Mr. Buswell of ‘Methuen is also likely 
to be kept busy as he has charge of 
several reports.of the committee on 
ways and means on which there is like- 
ly to be a contest. Among these is the 
adverse report of the committees on 
ways and means on the bill providing 
that all fees received for liquor licenses 
shall go to the towns and cities receiv- 
ing them. 

This: bill was favorably reported by 
the committee on liquor law, but the 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee are unable to see why the four- 
fifths of the cities and towns of the 
State which vote for no license should 
have to pay for the care of the crimi- 
nals made by the license towns, This 
argument is supported by the report of 
a special committee appointed by the 
Governor in 1894, which decided that 90 
per cent of the crime in this State was 
caused either directly or indirectly by 
liquor, 

It is rumored that one or two mem- 
bers of the committee on manufactures 
will resign from that committee be- 
cause of dissatisfaction at the decision 
to discontinue the investigation into the 
price of gas. Such a result was pre- 
dicted after the meeting of the commit- 
tee last Friday night, but up to the 
present time the members refuse to say 
what action will be taken. 


Mr. Frost's bicycle baggage bill is 
scheduled to come up in the Senate on 
Wednesday next, and its friends feel 
that it has a very fair chance of get- 
ting through, though there will be 
Strong opposition to it. 


STATE HOUSE, May 1—The commit- 


tee on roads and bridges today report- 
ed “ought not to pass” on the bill intro- 
duced on leave by Mr. Buswell of Me- 
thuen and which provided that towns 
shall pay 25 per cent of the cost. of 
building State highways. It is likely 
however, that the committee may in- 
corporate some of the provisions of the 
bill into its suggestions in regard to 
the report of the State Highway Com- | 
mission, 

AS a result of the hearings it has held 
and of its visit to Lowell last week, 
the ways and means committee today 
reported the resolve appropriating 
$35,000 for the construction of the Low- 
ell Textile school on condition that the 
city raises a similar sum, together 
with an appropriation of $35,000 for the 
maintenance of the school on condition 
that the city appropriates $6,000 for the 
same purpose, 

The city has already had the gift of 
land worth $20,000, and it will probably 
be comparativtly easy to raise the rest 
of the ntcessary sum.

hunted up missing’ members, and very 
little business was gotten through with. 


STATE HOUSE, May 2—By a vote or 
20 to 5 the Senate today passed to be 
engrossed the bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Frost of Lawrence for the 
free transportation of bicycles of pas- 
sengers as baggage by railroads, 

As a dissenter from the favorable re- 
port of the committee on raltlroads, 
Senator Joy of Middlesex opposed the 
bill, claiming it would be unfair to the 
traveling public. After a lengthy 
speech he moved to strike out the pen- 
alty clause. 

Senator Tolman, in charge of the 
measure, agreed to the amendment, 
saying he had no doubt the railroads 
would bow to the will of the Legislature 
and obey the law without the penaltv. 
He made a strong argument in favor 
of the bill and it was then passed to be 
engrossed as recorded, 

The clause in this year’s bill which 
was stricken out provided that in case 
of injury to a bicycle its owner could 
recover damage, but the Senate’s action 
confirms Mr. Frost’s attitude of last 
year that such a clause is superfluous. 


THE DEATH OF OLD BILLY. 


CHEYENNE, Wyu The 
death in ‘this city last week of Billy, 
the old cavalry horse, and the only sur- 
vivor of the Custer massacre, closes the 
last chapter in the story of the gallant 
fight of Gen. Custer and his brave band 
on the Little Big Horn in 1876. Found 
wandering around on the. battlefield. 
badly wounded and sniffing at the dead 
bodies of the victims of Sitting Bull’s 
hordes in an effort to find his master 
Billy was taken in charge by an officer 
in Gen, Reno’s command. At first the 
animal recovered slowly, and for-a time 
it was thought he would have to be 
shot. Medicine and kind treatment 
had the desired effect. however, and in 
a few months Billy was himself again. 
Major Thomas F. Talbot, of this city, 
saw Billy and took a great fancy to him 
and after much persuasion Quarter- 
master Sergeant Ross of Fort Russell 
consented to sell the faithful old fellow, 
and the Major became his new master. 

Billy was about 87 years old at the 
time of his death and stood 15 hands 
high. A beautiful light bay, with long 
mane and four white feet, he was a 
magnificent speciment of horse flesh. 
He was bred in old Kentucky... and, 
while full of life until stricken down by 
the illness that resulted in death, he 
was ever gentle, and was never known 
to “act up.” He attracted attention 
wherever he went, not because of his 
history especially, but because of his 
magnificent carriage and stately stride. 
Even In late years, when Major Talbot 
participated in a parade Billy was al- 
ways given a position at the. head of 
the column, and made the best ap- 
pearance of all the horses in line. 


During the early days of Cheyenne’s 
history Major Talbot was engaged in 
hunting criminals, and always rode on 
his faithful steed. Being fleet-of- foot 
and with great endurance powers, the 
animal was very valuable in the chase 
after bandits. On several of these oc- 
casions, when master and horse would 
camp for the night in some lonely spot 
in the mountains or on the plains, the 
rider would sleep with his saddle for a 
pillow and with the saddle blanket for 
a covering, while Billy, being on a rope 
fastened to the saddle horn, would 
graze and keep faithful watch. If he 
scented danger thhe would awaken his 
master by tugging gently at the saddle 
with his teeth, 

‘Major Talbott says Billy accompanied 
him on many exciting trips into the 
robbers’ country, and by his fleetness 
pulled him out of a number of tight 
places. On one of these memorable 
trips, when the officer was after thieves 
who had stolen a team from Mayor L. 
R. Bresnahen of Cheyenne, Billy start- 
ed several hours behind them, but by 
making, the trip from Pole Creek to 
Lane's ranch, on the head of Horse 
Creek, a distance of eighty miles, in 
nine hours, the thieves were caught as 
they were preparing to enter the moun- 
tains, where it would thhave been im- 
possible to catch them. 


The last trip Billy made after crimi- 
nals was in the early 80’s; when a man 
named John Baird, making his way to 
the Black Hills with a horse and saddle 
he had stolen in Denver, was overtaken 
at the Nine-Mile ranch, north of Chey- 


enne, 
Old Billy is buried in a secluded spot 
in the garden at the Talbott residence 
in northwest Cheyenne, and a stone, 
sultably inscribed, marks the last rest- 
ing place of the only survivor of one of 
the memorable events in American his- 
tory.—St- Louis Globe-Democrat. 


“THE LITTLE MINISTER” 
LIVED. 


Mary B. Mullett, writing of “The Real 
Thrums of Barrie’ in the May Ladies’ 
Home Journal, tells of seeing the famous 
novelist at the railway station in Kirrie- 
muir (Thrums) “to which the family 
party walked together, Mrs. Barrie first, 
a slight figure in brown and scarlet, more 
English in dress than in face, holding her 
head rather proudly and walking conti- 
dently—she was on the stage before her 
marriage. With her was Miss Barrie, a 
quietly dressed, rather colorless woman, 
not one to draw attention from the three 
men who followed her. The tallest of 
these three, the one in ministerial ‘black,’ 
a high hat on his snowy head, was Doc- 
tor Ogilvy, brother to Barrie’s mother. 
The other white-haired man—doubled 
over, as are so hany in this land of looms, 
and wearing great hobnailed shoes, for 
he likes to take care of the pretty gar- 
den at the top of the brae—was Barrie's 
father, Between them was a slight 
figure of boyish slenderness. Though 
smnall he was not dapper, and we breathed 
a sigh of relief. , As hé turned we looked 
at his face with eagerness. . 

“It Was a thin, dark facé,:almost hag- 
gard ; delicate,sensitive, wistful somehow, 
but stronger than we had expected it to 
be. The dominating sadness of his face 
makes almost a real shadow over it. He 
smiled once or- twice, but his face. did not 
once really light up. But sad and thin 
as it was, it isa face that one would not 
soon forget—yes, and that one would be 
glad to remember.”
